When recruited to its max- 
imum strength, the Venezuelan army 
has never exceeded 8900 men; there 
are now only about 4000 available.

GOVERNOR'S RECOMMENDATION. 
In his message today, 
recommnendations include.

RACE-TRACK GAMBLING. 
Relative to the Hart-Agnuew bill, the 
Governor in his message says: 
“I again urge you to enact appro- 
propriate legisiation to abolish the ex- 
isting discrimination in favor of race- 
track gambling. 
“The failure of the upper branch of 
your honorable body to pass the meas- 
ures designed to effect this purpose 
after their passage in the lower branch 
cannot be regarded as disposing of the 
matter. The Constitution, with its per- 
emptory mandate, still stands. 
“The evil of race-track gambling 
flourishes not in spite of the law, bui 
because of the law. Legislation pre- 
tending to carry out the constitutional 
provision in effect nullifies it. You are 
not asked to accomplish the impossi- 
ble, or to write upon the statute books 
a visionary sum of moral reform. You 
are asked to rid law of a vicious dis- 


crimination whereby offenses equally 
condemned by the Constitution are 
punished as crimes if committed in 


one place, and are encouraged by the 
absence of suitable penalty if commit- 
ted in anothtr. 

“Chapter 370 of the laws of 1895, 
known as the Perey-Gray law, pre 


tends in its provisions with regard to» 
authorized race tracks to prohibit 
gamblingg: This pretetise runs through 


the act. But it cheats the prohibition 
by providing that the only penalty, if 
no memorandum or token of the wagers 
be delivered, shall be liability to a 
civil suit for the money lost.

PEKING, April 9.—The American le- 
gation here has received no informa- 
tion regarding the invasion/of the 
American consulate at Mukden by 
Japanese and the resultant encounter 
between the Japanese and the native 
staff of the consulate. 
The Japanese legation also was 
questioned and a partial verification 
was obtained, together with expres- 
sions of regret that such a “small 
matter’ should have been cabled to 
the United States. 
An official of the Japanese legation 
quoted a Japanese newspaper pub- 
lished in Mukden as saying that n- 
lard D. Straight, the American Con- 
gul-General there, was an excitable 
man, given to exaggerating trifles and 
difficult to deal with. Otherwise the 
legation minimized the occurrence and 
deplored it. 
A court of irquiry has been ordered 
by M. Kato, the Japanese Consul- 
General at Mukden, and a full report 
will not be submitted either to Wash- 
ington or Peking pending the report 
ot this court. It is hoped that this in- 
vestigation will lead to an acceptable 
explanation and proper reparation. 
A detailed account of the incident 
has been obtained from an authorita- 
tive source. This shows that the con- 
duct of M. Kato in the Deginning 
might be described as extraordinary— 
it is even said he was insolent. When 
the matter was brought to his atten- 
tion, he offered no apology, nor did he 
express regret, and he asked Mr. 
Straight to prove his own statements 
as against the verbal declarations of 
the Japanese thugs involved. 
JAP LACK OF CONSIDERATION. 
This Mr. Straight declined to do, but 
he permitted a Japanese official to ex- 
amine the scene of the onslaught and 
to conduct an investigation.

CONSULATE MENACED. 

In the meantime the Chinese police 
had arrived on the scene and the In- 
vading Japanese were arrested. The 
police were not of much use, for Mr.

HOW HE DID IT. 

The story of how he did it all reads 
like a tale from the Arablan Nights.

Then he sent agents into the market, 
who picked up $5,000,000 of the notes at 
80 cents on the dollar—an investment 
of $4,000,000. 

Finally, he made his spectacular of- 
fer, which, at the last minute, saved 
the Erie Railroad from a receivership. 
The offer looked like he was going to 
put up an immense sum just out of 
pure philanthropy, but there was a 
string tied to it. It was a purchase 
of the new 6 per cent. notes at % cents 
on the dollar, sufficient to pay off all 
the old notes, whose holders would ac- 
cept new notes at par, and a bonus of 
5 per cent. in cash. 

STREET STANDS AGHAST. 

Mr. Harriman already owned $5,000,- 
000 of the notes, so it was necessary 
to put up only $500,000 more in cash. 
He even got back a part of this, be- 
cause certain speculators had sold notes 
they did not own, and in order to de- 
liver the goods today were forced to 
pay a premium. 

And now Wall street is standing 
aghast at the result. 

Mr. Harriman and his associates 
stand ready to spend, under certain 
conditions from $30,000,000 to $40,000,000 
for improvements in terminal tunnels, 
trackage and rolling stock.

EXCLUDED FROM MAILS. 

Besides his direction to the Post- 
master-General to exclude from the 
mails such publications as La Ques- 
tione „ President Roosevelt, in 
his letter to Atty.-Gen. Bonaparte, 
asking for an opinion on the legal 
phases of the subject, says he has had 
the particular case called to the at- 
tention of the Governor of New Jer- 
sey by Secretary Root, that the Gov- 
— may proceed under the State 

ws. 

The opinion of the Attorney-General, 
which the President transmits to Con- 
gress, embraces a discussion of the 
whole subject from many iegal angles. 
His first conclusion is that the article 
in question which advocates the u 
of arms and dynamite in annihilatin 
police and soldiers, that anarchy may 
prevail, constitutes a “seditious U- 
bel,” and is “undoubtedly a crime at 
common law.” 

He deciares that there is no Fed- 
eral statute which makes such publi- 
cations an offe against the United 
States, and that the Federal courts 
consequently ve no jurisdiction in 
the matter. That there is full power 
in the possession of Congress to make 
such publication criminal, the Attor- 
ney-General asserts, and quotes Chief 
Justice Fuller, of the Supreme Court, 
and Justice Field as authority. 

The greater portion of his opinion fs 
devoted to the question of whether, in 
the absence of any legislation by Con- 
gress, the Postmaster-General has the 
right to exciude such publications. 
On this point his conclusion is cor- 


sr “SEDITIOUS LIBEL.” 

The Postmaster-General will be jus- 
tified in excluding from the mails any 
issue of any periodical otherwise en- 
titled to the privileges of second-class 
mail matter which shall contain any 
article constituting a seditious libel 
and counseling such crimes as murder, 
arson, riot and treason. 

In arriving at the latter conclusion, 
the Attorney-General makes a clear 
distinction with reference to the au- 
thority of postal officers over sealed 
and unsealed matters. In conveying 
letters and newspapers to persons to 
whom they are directed he says the 
United States “undertakes the busl- 
ness of a messenger.” 

He adds: In so far as it conveys 
sealed documents, its agents not only 
are bound not to know, but are ex- 
pressly forbidden to ascertain what the 
purport of such messages may 
therefore neither the government nor 
its officers can be held either legally 
or morally responsible for the nature 
of the letters to which they thus in 
intentional ignorance afford transpor- 
tation. “But in the case of printed 
matter intended for general circula- 
tion, which, by virtue of the statutes 
above mentioned, and in consideration 
of reduced rates at which it is trans- 
ported, the officers of the Posto 
Department have the legal right to 
thoroughly inspect, it seems obvious 
that neither these officers nor the gov-

Disaster Overtook the Arthur Sew- 
all in South Pacific Waters and 
Twenty-four Men Perished—Ha- 
waiian, One of Three Survivors, 
Brings Tidings of Catastrophe, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

PHILADELPHIA, April 9.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch] One of the greatest 
mysteries of the sea of modern times 
was cleared up today when the first 
tidings were received of the missing 
American ship Arthur Sewall, burned 
in the South Pacific Ocean. 

Of the crew of twenty-seven men 
only three were saved. News was 
brought from the Antipodes by one of 
these three, a Hawaiian, who came 
half way around the world to notify 
the relatives of the officers and 
sailors. 

The vessel sailed from Philadelphia 
April 3, 1907, for Seattle with coal, 
and burned during the following Sep- 
tember. The only survivors were Sec 
ond Mate Weinberg, Charles Dixon 
and George Baker. Baker arrived 
here today. 

Soon after the vessel rounded Cape 
Horn fire was discovered. Capt. Gaf- 
fy ordered the boats lowered.

MONTGOMERY (Ala.) April 9.—The 
Alabama Supreme Court today held 
both the general prohibition and the 
9 o'clock closing law to be constitu- 
tional and effective. Attack had been 
made on both by the liquor forces of 
the State. 

The two laws were argued together, 
and the decision is taken by both sides 
to settle the questions. Mobile inter- 
ests have fought the two provisions 
from the first, holding that both will 
be ruinous to a coast city such as it is. 

In upholding the general prohibition 
act the court also gives validity to the 
local option law that was involved in 
the cases brought.

BOOST FOR NAVAL MILITIA. 


Admiral Evans Writes Cemmending 
Organization and Good Werk one 
Last Summer. 

Every Naval Militiaman in Los An- 

geles was made happy last aight by a 
message from Admiral Evans. 
It was a big geherous “boost” from 
the old sea fighter. He commended 
their good work and praised the fa- 
mous summer cruise of the Alert. 

The message which arrived yester- 
day was addressed to Commander E. 
J. Louis of the Governors staff. 

Louls wrote a letter a few days ago 
to the admiral in Paso Robles «ask- 
ing him for a few lines regarding his 
belief in the naval militia and the 
support that he thinks it should be 
accorded by the people of this State. 

The Admiral wrote a reply Wednes- 
day te Commander Louis. Following 
is an extract from the letter: 

“Undoubtedly they (the Naval Mili- 
tia) have an important part to play in 
our Nations defence. In my experi- 
ence with them I have always found 
them amply qualified to fill the place 
they play and I consider it one of the 
first duties of not only our National 
Government but of our State Govern- 
ments to organize and maintain an 
eficient Naval Militia.” 

Ard he especially highly commends 
the trip that the Naval Militia made 
from San Francisco to Venice and re- 
turn last July, a full account of which 
is on file in the Navy Department at 
Washington. 

The cruise to which the Admiral re- 
fers is remarkable in the annals of the 
naval militia. 

last summer, for the Urst time in 
the history of the navy, a crew of 
militiamen, commanded by their own 
officers, brought a ship through a 
cruise of more than 10 days manning 
the engines,, the gur navigating the 
ship. There was not a single regular 
on board. The cruise was in every 
way successful, there being no acci- 
dents whatever. 

The Alert, the naval militia ship, left 
San Francisco in command of Capt. 
Bauer of the militia. It stopped at 
Santa Cruz to pick up the naval! mil 
tia division there and again at Santa 
Barbara and at Venice to pick up the 
local men. 

A eruise was then made to Catalina 
and about the islands. The southern 
divisions were then disembarked and 
the ship was taken back to the North. 
A full report was made at the request 
of the Navy Department.

nineteen-yera-old Seattle girl who 
for the past nine months had been suf- 
fering from a broken neck, died at 
the County Hospital late yesterday aft- 
ernoon. 

Coroner Hartwell may investigate the 
case, as physicians state that Christian 
Scientists practically destroyed the pa- 
tient chances of recovery. 

Miss McPherson, with her mother, 
came to this city from Seattle two 
years ago. In July she and her mother 
made a trip to the beach. Before they 
started, the daughter said that she felt 
that something terrible was going to 
happen to her. Mrs. McPherson made 
fun of the idea, but the gloomy fore- 
boding became the stronger when the 
car upon which they were passengers 
struck a young woman near Rosedale 
Cemetery and killed her. 

When the young woman returned to 
her home on South Hill street she re- 
tired early. She and her mother both 
siept in a folding bed, and during the 
night it collapsed. Mrs. McPherson 
was thrown to the floor. The daugh- 
ter’s neck was caught between the head 
posts and the springs and a vertebrae 
fractured.. 

The unforunate woman was taken to 
Good Samaritan Hospital, where 
operation was performed, For 
was completely paralyzed, 
but at last symptoms of recov ap- 
peared and she was finally able to 
move her legs and arms.

“Jeff” White, formerly a _ theatrical 
man of Los Angeles, grabbed his little 
five-year-old daughter, Emma, when 
she came out of her aunt's house at 
No. 910 West Ninth street. about & 
o'clock yesterday afternoon, and spir- 
ited her away. In his disguise, White 
frightened the child, and she screamed, 
Pulling off the whiskers he attempted 
to quiet her. Emma had not seen her 
father since he ran off with a chorus 
girl, three years before, and left his 
wife heart-broken and penniless. She 
did not know him, and pleaded with 
him to let her alone. 

White boarded a West Ninth-street 
car with 
fought him like a little tigress. The 
passengers asked White whose child 
he had, and he replied that it was his 
own. Leaving the street car at Grand 
avenue, he carried Emma to the home 
of his foster mother, Mra. Mary A. 
Hotchkiss, at Fourth street and Grand 
avenue, Mrs. Hotchkiss. who had 
often visited the little girl, took charge 
of her last night. White intends to 
keep the child, and will apply for 
guardianship papers. Mrs. Virginia 
Gutsch, the little girl's aunt, with 
whom she has been living since her 
mother’s death. declares that she will 
take steps to secure Emma on the 
ground that White is not a proper per- 
son to rear her. 

White led a varied life for several 
years in Los Angeles. He was treas- 
urer of the Casino Theater when Mra. 
Hotchkies owned it. He married about 
eight vears ago, but he and his wife 


he eloped with a chorus girl, and a 
warrant was issued charging him 
with desertion. He was found in San 
Diego, tending door at a 5-cent show 
house, and was arrested. 

A short time after White left his 
wife, she began to fall in health. Mra. 
Gutsch took her to Arizona for several 
months, but her constitution had been 
broken by worry and 
Mrs. White was then taken to Mon- 
rovia, where she died, March 12. Al- 
though White knew that she Was on 
her deathbed, it is alleged that he 
made no effort to see her or support 
her or the child during her long M- 
ness. When Mre. White realised that 
she was about to go she gave Emma 
to Mrs. Gutsch, who had cared for her 
in her sickness, and asked her to keep 
the child and give her what advantages 
she could, 

Mrs. Gutsch has afforded a 
home for Emma, and intended to p 

her in school next year. The little 
gir! seemed to be contented with her 
aunt, and was much attached to her. 
For some time Mrs. Gutech has ex- 
pected trouble with White, but did 
not think that he would adopt such 
"means of getting possession of the 
girl. 

All day yesterday White paraded 
around the block in disguise. Mrs. 
Jutsch saw him pass several times, 
but did not know him, with his black 
beard. Mrs. Gutsch stepped out for 
a few minutes, and Emma went in 
the street to play. A moment later 
White came along and picked her up 
in his arms. 

John Reed, a grocer, who has a store 
at Ninth street and Georgia, heard the 
ehild scream, and recognized White 
as he rushed down the street. He 
called Mrs. Gutsch, who started out In 
pursuit, She was unadie to follow 
him. but later learned that the child 
had been taken to Mrs. Hotchkia¢s 
home.

ASTRO “CALLED.” 

_ Castro's bluff has been “called” by Secretary 
of State Root, and unless the Venezuelan President 
consents to play the international game according 
to the rules he is in grave danger of being thrown 
out. 

The United States, sat in at this Venezuelan 
game at the request of the equatorial country at a 
time when the latter was afraid Great Britain in- 
tended to seize the pot. When Uncle Sam took a 
hand John Bull practically cashed in. The wily 
old chap was pretty certain that before very long 
Castro would try to stack the cards on America. 
He proceeded to do so directly it was certain that 
not only Great Britain but all the other European 
nationalities realized that it was a case of hands 
off as far as they were concerned. The contest 
then narrowed down to a two-handed one, with 
Venezuela availing itself of every opportunity to 
cheat. 

The stakes are considerable. They embrace rich 
mineral and forest lands and a pitch lake which has 
defiled most of those who have had their fingers in 
it. There is a mistaken idea in some parts of 
the country that the whole Venezuelan question 
turns on this matter and the connection of the so- 
called asphalt trust with it. This is far from be- 
ing the case, and those persons who might oppose 
energetic action on the part of Washington if it 
were simply in favor of the New York and Ber- 
mudez Asphalt Company would do well to remem- 
ber that other and more important considerations 
are involved, 

As a matter of fact the United States govern- 
ment is first and foremost standing up for the 
rights of American citizenship. Its first demand 
is for an indemnity for the expulsion from Caracas 
of A. F. Jaurett. This man is by birth a French- 
man, but he has American naturalization papers 
and naturally looks to Washington to protect him. 
True Jaurett was press agent for the asphalt trust, 
but what of it? The great and outstanding fact 
is that he is an American citizen who was forcibly 
expelled by order of Castro. Every man to whom 
the Stars and Stripes means something will up- 
hold the Federal government in its demand that 
Venezuela pay for its insult to an American citi- 
zen. 

As for the commercial claims—those of the Ori- 
noco Company, the New York and Bermudez Com- 
pany, the Orinoco Steamship Company and the 
United States and Venezuela Company—our gov- 
ernment has demanded that these be submitted to 
Castro has 
long objected, and continues to do so, and he 
adopts most objectionable methods in announcing 
his refusal. It is certainly high time that he be 
brought to book, and therefore the action of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt, instigated by Secretary Root, in re- 
questing from Congress authority to act in the 
matter as he may deem best, is entitled to the ap- 
proval of the country. | 


EADY TO HAMMER INTO PULP. 

Canada is all ready to hammer into a pulp 
the pretty features of the pulpwood theory. “Let 
the pulp steep” was the advice of The Times the 
other day. We pointed out that while we have as 
much to gain as, if not more than, most newspapers 
in the country by the removal of the duty, it is 
advisable that the wood-pulp question wait until 
the general revision of the tariff is taken up after 
the fall election. 

We also pointed out that this question is 
crowded to the front by some theorists who de- 
clare that our forests will be saved if we get pulp- 
wood from Canada. While that idea may falsely 
comfort the shortsighted, The Times indicated that 
the Dominion has interests of its own to preserve 
and that it might impose an export duty that 
would more than offset the present import duty. 

It is learned from Ottawa that Canada is 
even now seriously thinking of placing an export 
duty on pulpwood, whether the United States tink- 
ers with its tariff or not. There has been some 
talk across the line that if Canada were to pro- 

hibit export of this raw material the United States 
would retaliate by putting such a duty on Canadian 
lumber as would prevent it being sold in our mar- 
kets. It now appears that the Ottawa lumber in- 
terests have informed the Laurier government 
that they do not fear this retaliation and that they 
approve the prohibition, Thus, says the Canadian 
Courier, the air is cleared for some sort of legis- 
lation. Canada's national weekly adds: 

“It seems strange that the Dominion should sell 
ulpwood at $5 or $6 a cord when we can manu- 
acture it into paper and export it at $50 or $60 a 

ton, one ton of paper, speaking roughly, being 
equal to a cord of wood. The demand for paper 
is so great that the United States must take our 
paper products if their manufacturers cannot get 
our raw wood. This may be taking advantage of 
our neighbor's necessities, but it would be a justi- 
fiable policy. We are entitled, as is the United 
States, to sell our natural endowment to the best 
advantage.” 

In anticipation of the probability of the Do- 
minion adopting such an export duty pulp mills 
are being established in British Columbia ‘and 
they will naturally seek a market along the Pa- 
cific Coast as well as in the East. They, too, inti- 
mate, however, that they do not care whether the 
United States retaliates or not, because if this mar- 
ket is closed to them they have a large and con- 
stantly growing one across the Pacific, in Australia 
and New Zealand. It is therefore all the more 
necessary that we should “let the pulp steep” till 
the whole question of tariff revision is taken up. 


TEFORM THE COMMISSION, TOO. 
Congress is busy with amendments to the anti- 
trust laws. These statutes are administered mainly 
by the Interstate Commerce Commission. This 
body is composed of seven members and it is 
strikingly significant that six of them are lawyers 
and one used to be some kind of walking delegate. 
The Wal! Street Journal in calling attention to 
this fact makes in the main an excellent suggestion, 
to the effect that the commission be enlarged to 
nine members, to be appointed by the President and 
confirmed by the Senate. But in selecting these 
men they should be grouped in threes. One trio 
should stand for the general public interests and 
be selected by the President on his own unaided 
judgment. A second trio should stand for the rail- 
roads and be experts selected by the roads. A list 
of ten or a dozen competent men might be sub- 
mitted to the President and from these he would 
select the three who to him seemed best. The 
remaining trio should be selected from a list of a 
dozen or so submitted by the large business inter- 
ests of the country, the national board of trade, or 
one from each board of trade im the principal 
cities. 
Such a body would be much better suited to deal 
with interstate commerce than a board like that we 
have, nearly all lawyers and not a few of them po- 
litical lawyers. In such a reformed board all in- 
terests would be represented, and there would be 
men in it who would understand railroading, and 
others who would understand general business. 
While reforming the law it would be well to re- 
form the commission.

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HERE FORTUNE WAITS. 

It must prove a great temptation to even the 
sanest of men, every now and then, to throw 
sense and reason to the winds and take to the bis 
and the deserts, where rises before his vision the 
lure of gold. Hardly a day passes that word does 
not come of some lone prospector who has stum- 
bled across a rich placer or a gleaming vein of 
ore in the mountains of Nevada or California, 
along the Colorado or in numberless other places 
throughout the mystical and magical Southwest. 

Dear heart, but that’s an easy way to make 
money—to find it in the sand where you kick the 
nuggets up with the toe of your boot, or to un- 
cover it under the grass roots with the tip of a 
long-handled shovel. When a man knows it's 
there, not only in one place but in a million places, 
and that if he hunts for it he is likely to find it 
as others who have found it, or as still others who 
will find it again and again, it’s pretty hard to hold 
him down in the drudging, plodding town where 
he works, year after year, for only what will make 
ends meet or provide him with a mere competency 
at best at the end of a lifetime of ceaseless and 
monotonous endeavor. 

Admitting that it is not. good advice to give the 
average man, yet we wonder that so comparative’ 
few make the effort to seek their fortunes in the 
treasure-house of mother earth, which contains 
untold and countless millions. Any scientist, any 
mining man or any one who has surveyed the 
field even in the most cursory manner, will not 
hesitate to say that, as far as the Southwest is 
concerned, its mineral wealth has not been even 
“scratched.” Away out yonder between the Pecos 
and the sea, from the yellow gulf to the Truckee, 
every shining hill and every white waste of sand 
holds the possibility of sudden wealth. It may 
be better to stay at home with the little that is sure 
than to wander after will-o’-the-wisps; but, oh, 
where have vanished the souls of adventurers and 
the hearts of daring that used to be? 


SQUITH AND THE IRISH MEMBERS. 

The courage of Mr. Asquith, the new English 
Premier, must commend itself to all. He did not 
beat “about the bush” to the extent of one little 
shamrock when challenged for his views on home 
rule for Ireland. 

“Submit the question to the electors,” said this 
statesman, brave in his sphere as Agamemnon in 
war. By the electors Asquith means the voters all 
over the United Kingdom. From recent develop- 
ments there is some prospect that Scotland and 
Wales might give a majority for home rule in Ire- 
land. The “Celtic revival” is doing much to draw 
the race together. In Ireland there is as much 
chance for an adverse vote as for one favorable 
to home rule. The northern counties would give 
a heavy adverse majority. In Leinster the vote 
might split somewhere near even, and in the south 
and west the vote would be for home rule by a 
great majority. Leaving out England for the time 
being, the other parts of the kingdom might give 
a small majority for home rule in Ireland. Then 
the vote in England would come into play and 
overwhelm the little majority by a crushing vote. 
The new Premier's announcement therefore will 
be accepted as a direct negation. 

The Lord Lieutenant of Ireland is a mere figure- 
head. The administration is in the hands of the 
Chief Secretary. Three years ago the government 
sent a gentleman named Long over to Dublin to 
fill this office. He was a man of the same kidney 
as Mr. Asquith. As they said in England, Long 
came into Ireland with “a chip on his shoulder.” 
In Ireland the home-rule people replied, “All right, 
we will knock it off,” and so they did. Mr. Long's 
stay was not like his name. 

The Irish members hold the balance af power 
in Parliament and will let Mr. Asquith hear from 
them before the seat is warm where he sits in his 
new office.

ROWTH OF OUTSIDE TOWNS. 

The most encouraging feature of these 80 
called dull times is the way the smaller cities all 
through Southern California grow. Those inter- 
ested in real estate know this, because they read 
carefully the news having a bearing on their busi- 
ness. And really this is a subject which interests 
all business men. 

Such cities as Long Beach report seldom less 
than half a dozen permits for new buildings issued 
a week, and some weeks it will run to three times 
that number. Weeks of slow operations in build- 
ing may fall below $4000 or run to $7000, and in 
brisk weeks it will amount to as much as $20,000. 
At Pasadena the number of permits may not be 
over a dozen a week, and again it may run to 
thirty. The cost will be from $12,000 to $15,000 a 
week and up to $30,000. For the whole month of 
January the Pasadena record was fifty-four per- 
mits, to cost $26,440; for February, fifty-three per- 
mits, cost $26,444; and March, seventy-two per- 
mits, cost $113,962. „ Should April keep on as it 
began, with thirty permits at a cost of $27,275 for 
the week, it will mark a great increase. This is 
likely to be so, as one house is going up there 
to cost $50,000 and another to cost $26,000. It is 
well known that when a permit is issued the cost 
is always below what the figure turns out to be 
when the owner makes up his account. It is safe 
to add about 25 per cent. to the figures given in the

barrment from the landing privileges 
if they attempted to haul passengers 
for 25 cents. The Feet Committee has 
the affidavit of a well-known citizen, 
that he purchased two whole tickets 
and a half last Sunday for a trip to the 
cruiser South Dakota and was cha 
$2. the regular fare being $1.25. 

The Fleet Committee told the Coun- 
cil that unless agents were watched 
the same species of robbery would pre- 
vail and the only preventative was for 
the City Council to, declare a 25-cent 
rate, and appoint egents to sell on the 
wharf at that rate and afford protection 
and adequate landing facilities for all 
boatmen accevting those tickets. Any 
interference by “blocking” tactics, a 
trick well known to boatmen by which 
objectionable rivals are pocketed and 
prevented from landing, will cause the 
wharf to be closed to the offending 
launch, 

The Council agreed to the proposal 
and a committee of four was appointed 
to confer with the local boatmen, 
notifying them that a 25-cent rate will 
be insisted on, adequate landing facili- 
ties and protection given and that local 
boatmen must decide at once to accept 
these terms or negotiations will be 
closed for other boats from Santa 
Barbara, San Diego and San Francisco 
the managers for which are anxious to 
come here, if guaranteed protection. 

Circulars will be sent out by the 
Fleet Committee next week announcing 
a 25-cent rate to the warships from 
Long Beach.
